It has been tlioivht and said by 
many educated and right thinking 
men, that in every great moral issue 
that arrises, the church must go for- 
ward in them if these issues are de- 
cided right. The preachers are sup- 
posed to be leadersand teachers of the 
people in lhe.se reforms and in every- 
thing that pertains to g<«.d morals 
good government and in fact every- 
thing that Christianity tea<-hes. Bui 
the great majority of the iMcachers in 
this country, as well as great majoiily 
of the christian voters, extren.ely 
parlicidar to keep their religion and 
their polit ics .separate.— A great way 
apart. How often do we hear them 
come over the old and hackneyed ex- 
pression, "It won't do to mix relig- 
ion and politics." In this connection 
I am often reminded of an anecdote 
told Iqr my prohilrition friend, Hon. 
Alex Lusk. He wasattending a meet- 
ing la his Presbytery, and was accused 
by one of his fellow presbyters of 
"talking politics too much on the Sab- 
bath day."
